The Sunshine Pre- 
- School is in the brightly 
painted building near the School. 

As a member of the Pre-School Al- 
liance, the Pre-School offers a secure 
and comfortable environment for young 
children to learn and develop at their 
own pace. 

Our garden area has a roadway, 
climbing frame, children’s playhouse, 
and many other attractive features, 
stimulating the children’s imagination! 

Each session is structured as fol- 
lows:- During the first half of the ses- 
sion the children are encouraged to par- 
ticipate in a variety of activities - sand 
and water play, painting, craft, construc- 
tion play and activities to develop read- 
ing, writing and social skills.
